Patients  who  have  suffered  severe 
injuries  daily  regain  control  of  mind  and  body  in  the  pleasant 
workrooms  maintained  by  the  Hospital  Occupation  Committee 
of  the  New  York  City  Visiting  Committee.  Each  contribution  helps 
some  man,  woman,  or  child  to  escape  the  chronic  ward. 
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
